hesitate to recommend it in a whole­ 
sale way. Mr. Christie writes as fol­ 
lows :

salt on soft cora is at hand. A 
great deal ha«^ 'been said of this 
practice the last few days. 
So 
far as we can find out, no insti­ 
tution 
has experimented

salt on corn. 
It is impossible to 
make a demonstration in a few 
days and for this reason we can 
get no answer. 
Those who are 
using the salt 
in 
Illinois are 
very enthusiatic and it may b/e 
a good 
thing. 
The 
Breeder’s 
Gazette in the 
last issue says 
they can get no evidence of how' 
this salt will affect the feeding 
value. 
They believe that it will 
improve the market value. 
It is 
also known that 
salt will not 
save the softest corn. Therefore, 
every one is urged to use every 
possible method to save 
soft 
corn. 
The salt is simply an ad­ 
ditional method 
to be used. 
I 
would suggest that a number of 
farmers^ try this, but 
would 
hesitate to recommend it in a 
wholesale way. 


Army Selection Board, However, Be­ 
lieves That Work Will Start 


About December 15 


FIVE PER CENT ON EACH DAY 


Provost Marshal Makes it Plain De­ 
pendency Exempts None Under 
New Regulations 


Although the county army selec­ 
tion board has 
not 
been purified 
when to begin mailing out the q u e s­ 
tionnaires to Rush 
county 
regis­ 
trants under the selective conscrip­ 
tion law, 
it is the opinion of the 
board that the work will sta rt about 
December 15 because 
that 
is the 
date the 
new 
regulations 
issued 
about a month ago will become ef­ 
fective. 


The board has been informed in 
letters from 
the 
provost 
marshal 
that the date for beginning the mail­ 
ing of questionnaires 
will 
be an ­ 
nounced 
shortly. 
The regulations 
provide that five 
per 
cent of the 
number to be mailed 
shall lie s e n t' 
out each day until a questionnaire 
has been mailed to every registrant 
iii the county. This 
means that an 
average of about seventy a day for 
twenty days will 
be mailed. 
The 
registrant is allowed 
ten days 
in 
which to fill out the questionnaire 
and return it to the board. 


Rushville attorneys are being or­ 
ganized by the legal advisory board 
in preparation 
for 
assisting 
the 
registrants. They will be in session 
at some room in the court house to 
assist registrants. Attorneys will go 
to “school” in the court room again 
Saturday morning, 
similar 
to 
the 
session of Monday morning, when 
attorneys will 
explain 
sections of 
the regulations assigned to them. 
In a review* of the 
new' 
regula­ 
tions, the provost marshal has made 
it plain that no men will be granted 
exemption from 
the draft because 
he has dependents. 
He defines 
the 
government’s position in the follow­ 
ing words: 


W ar must 
bring 
inconvenience 
and sacrifice to all. 
The selective 
service law exempts no person from 
military service 
on the ground of 
dependency. 
The 
re-classification 
scheme is designed to defer the in­ 
duction into the army of registrants 
upon whom other persons are main­ 
ly dependent for support until after 
persons without 
actual dependents 
have been called.” 


Despite the agitation in congress­ 
ional and other governmental circles 
to bring under the draft the class of 
men who have reached the age of 
21 since June 5 last and accessibly 
the classes of 20 and 19 years 
of 
age, thereby guaranteeing the prac­ 
tical exemption of married men with 
dependent families, it was indicated 
officially that 
the 
war department 
will oppose 
any 
extension of the 
draft until the 
present 
registered 
men have been “ used up.”

whole -case hinged on the 


qnlpstion of whether Cary Patton, 
ithe prosecuting witness, sold 
and 


delivered the 350 bushels of wheat in 
question to Mr. Bottorff, or placed it 
in the Enterprise milL 


The state contended that Mr. Pat- 


ton stored it-there and that the de- 
femdant 
unlawfully 
removed and 


converted it to his own use, as 
•pliarged in the -grand jury indict- 
ment. The defense's contention was 
that Mr. Patton had sold and deliv- 
ered the wheat to Mr. Bottorff, cit- 
ing the claims which Mr. Patton had 
filed in the United District court in 
'Indianapolis alleging he sold and~.de- 
livered the wheat- to- Mr/vBottorff. . .. 


The defense introduced in 
evi- 


dence an affidavit of Mr. Patton, 
.sworn to by him June 21, 1916, de- 
claring that 
the 350 bushels 
of 


wheat were sold and delivered to Mr. 
Bottorff. 
The affidavit was field in 


the federal district court in Indi- 
Bottorff. The affidavit was filed in 
anapolis when creditors of-Mr. Bot- 
torff threw him into (bankruptcy. A 
similar 
affidavit 
was filed by Mr. 


Barton Aug. 3 last, according to ev- 
idence by the defense, in which 
the same allegations 
were made. 


The last affidavit was in the form of 
a claim after Mr. Bottorff had gone 
into involuntary bankruptcy. 


•In this way the defense attempted 


to impeach the testimony of 
the 


state's witness, by sho'wing that fle 
testified to one thing yesterday and 
swore .another thing iii two differ- 
ent statements previous to this time. 
The defense contended Mr. Bottorff 
was jiot guilty as charged because

is Not Enough in Itself 


REPLIES TO MARION DETRICH 


Suggests Farmers Try it, But Does 


Hot Recommend it in Whole- 


sale Way—Uses For Corn 


'Marion P. .Detricn, emergency de- 


monstration agent for this and Han- 
cock -counties has received a reply 
from ,O. I. Christie, superintendent 
of Purdue 
agricultural 
extension 


work, to his request for, an opinion 
regarding the use of «alt to dry 
soft "corn -in the ,_ crib, 
a method 


•whiah -is' being used 'in Illinois and 
has" been highly-recommended by, ah 
agricultural' agent in that state. 


Mr. Christie 
does not 
exactly 


sanction the practice. Rather, he 
says before giving, it his official ap- 
proval he would rather know the re- 
sult "of an actual demonstration. Mr, 
Christie makes it' plain that this 
methbd alone is not sufficient to dry. 
out corn and says that^he would 
hesitate to recommend it in a whole- 
sale w*ay. Mr. Christie writes as fol- 
lows:

Those who are 
using the salt in Illinois are 
very enthusiatic -and it may bp 
•a good thing. 
The Breeder's 


Gazette in the • last issue 'says 
they can get no evidence of how 
this salt will affect the feeding • 
value. • They believe that it will ^ 
improve the market value. .'It is 
also kn'own that salt .will not 
save the softest com. Therefore, 
every one is urged to use every 
possible method to save .soft 
corn. The salt is simply an ad- 
ditional method to be used. I 
would suggest that a number of 
farmers\ try this, but would 
hesitate'to recommend it in <a 
wholesale way.

Provost Marshal Makes it Plain De- 


pendency Exempts None, Under 


New Regulations 


Although the county army selec- 


tion board has 
not 
been .notified 


when to .begin mailing out the ques- 
tionnaires to Rush county regis- 
trants under the selective conscrip- 
tion law, it is the opinion of the 
board that the woric wiH start about 
December 15 because that is the 
date the new regulations issued ' 
about a month ago will become ef- 
fective. 


The board has been informed in 


letters from the -provost marshal 
that the date for .beginning the mail- 
ing of questionnaires 
will be an- 


nounced shortly. 
The regulations 


provide that five .per cent of the 
number to be mailed shall be sent 
out each day 'until a questionnaire 
has been mailed to every'registrant 
in the county. This metins that an 
average of about seventy a day for 
twenty days will be mailed. 
The 


registrant is allowed ten days in 
which to fill but the questionnaire 
and return it to the board. 


Rnshville attorneys are being or- 


ganized iby the legal advisory board 
in preparation for 
assisting .the 


registrants. They will .be in session 
at .some room in the^ coart house to, 


to '-'school" in 'th'e court room again '~ 
Saturday morning, "similar to the'1- 
session of - Monday jnorning, when 
attorneys -will explain section-* of 
the regulations assigned to them.

and the attention of doctors, under- 
takers and property owners is called 
to its contents. More deaths result 
froin_ tuberculosis annually than any 
other'one cause and the local health 
officers are anxious that strict rules 
be followed in treating it.
